ORDER 

By a motion received on May 26, 2015, the city of Augusta ("Augusta") requests 

an amendment to the procedural schedule established in the Appendix to the 

Commission's March 18, 2015 Order in this case. Augusta seeks an extension of time 

from May 26, 2015, through June 2, 2015, in which to respond to Commission Staff's 

Third Request for Information ("Staff's Third Request") and Bracken County Water 

District's ("Bracken District") Second Request for Information. 

As grounds for and in support of the request, Augusta states that its auditor has 

not provided responses to inquiries and that the auditor has now suggested that a third 

party will need to be consulted in order to obtain the information. Augusta also states 

that Bracken District has indicated, and Bracken District has confirmed, 1 that Bracken 

District has no objection to the motion, provided that all remaining scheduled dates are 

extended by one week. 

Having reviewed the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the 

Commission finds good cause to grant the requested extension of time and amend the 

procedural schedule. The Commission finds that the procedural schedule set forth in 

Appendix to this Order should be followed.

1. Augusta's request for an extension of time is granted. 

2. Augusta's response to Staff's Third Request and Bracken District's 

Second Request for Information shall be filed on or before June 2, 2015. 

3. The procedural schedule set forth in the Appendix to this Order shall be 

followed. 

4. Motions for extensions of time with respect to the schedule herein shall be 

made in writing and will be granted only upon a showing of good cause. 

5. All provisions of the February 10, 2015 Order that are not in conflict with 

the terms of this Order shall remain in effect. 

6. Nothing contained herein shall prevent the Commission from entering 

further Orders in this matter.
